makes me following regulations relating to establishment of new dental colleges, opting of new oij higher course of 
study or^, training and increase of admission capacity in dental colleges, namdy> 

1. Short title and commencement:- 

(1) These regulations may be called the *>ental Council of India ^^stabiishment of New Dental 

I Colleges, Opening of New or Higher Course of Study or Training and Increase of Admission 

Capacity in Dental Colleges) Regulations, 2006. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

i 

2. Applicability.- 

These regulations shall be ^mheahlc lo the proposals relating to die following from die academic year 2006-07: 

(a) establishment of a new dental college at the under-graduate level; 

(b) introduction of a new or higher course of study or training at the pdst-^graduate level 
(diploma and degree bo*th);and 

(c) increase of admission capacity in a dental college at the under-^aduate or post¬ 
graduate level:

3. DefinitioBs:- 

(1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) “Act” means the Dentists Act, 1948 (16 of 1948); 

(b) “Central GovoTimcnt” means Department of Health and Family Welfiire in the Minisby of Health 
and Family Welfare; 

(c) “Council” means the Dental Council of India esUdilished imder the Act; 

(d) “dental college” means any institution, college or a body whatever name c^led, in which a 
person may undergo a course of study or training which will qualify him for the award of any 
recognised dental qualification. 

(2) Words and [^irases used in these rejf^lations and not defined but defined in the Act shall have the 
meaning respectively assigned to them in the Act, 

4. Proposals or schemes for establishing a new dental college, or opening a new or higher course of study 
or training or increasing the admission capacity, io the dental college,- 

(1) The proposals or schemes for establishing a new dental college, or opening a new or hi^er course 
of study or training or increasing the admission ctqiacity, in the dent^ college, as the case may be, 
shall be made or submitted to tfic Central Government for obtaining its permission under'die Act 
in the Form. I, Form 2 and Form 3. jcspectively, annexed to these regulations. 

(2) The scheme or the proposal under t>ub'regulation (1) and, processing thereof shall be submitted 
within the time- schedule as provided in the Schedule annexed to these regulations. 

PERMISSION OF THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT TO ESTABLISH A NEW DENTAL 
COLLEGE 

5. Application for the estoblishment of a dental eollege,- 

Any person eligible under regulation 6 may establish a dental college after obtaining prior permission of the 

Central Government by submitting a scheme in Forr ^ 1 as annexed to these r^ulatiiuis. 

6. Eligibility and qualifying criterla,- 

(1) The following organizations, subject to sub-regulation (2), shall be eligible to ^ply for permission of the 

Central Government to set up a dental c<^lege, namely:- 

(a) a State Govemment or a Union territory administration; 

. (b) a University; 

(c) an autonomous body promoted by the Central or a State Govemment; 

(d) a society registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 (21 of I860) or corresponding 
enactments jn States; or 

(e) a public religious or charitable trust registered under the Trust Act, 1882 (2 of 1882) or the Wakf 
Act, 1954 (29 of 1954). 

(2) The organizations under sub-regulation (1) shall qualify to apply for permission to establish a dental college 
if the following conditions are fuifllled;- 

(a) dental education is one of the objectives of the ^pheant in case the applicant is an autonomous body, 
registered society or charitable trust; 

(b) the ^plicant has a feasible and time-bound programme to set up the proposed Dental College along with 
the required infriistructure facilities in respect of buildings including adequate hostel fecilities for boys and 
girts as prescribed by the Dental Council of India, dental and allied equipment, faculty and staff 
commensurate with the proposed intake of students, so as to complete the Dent^ College within a period of 
four years from the date of grant of permission; 

( c ) the applicant owns or holds by way of long term lease for a period of not less than 30 years obtained 
from Govemment or an authority of the Government, a plot of land measuring not less than 5 acres and has 
provided on the same plot of land, constructed area to set up the proposed dental college and proposes to 
increase the constructed area, in a phased manner, as given below: 
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(d) hostel accommodation in separate blocks for boys and girls and aocommodidion for staf)^ to die extent of 
i 50 % of the strengdu diould be available at any given time in the same pkrt of land in addition to the built-up 
; area moiticMied in clause(c); !

1;8. Application for increasing the admission capacity.*.* 

For increasing the admission capacity (number of seats) at the under-graduate or post-graduate level (degree 
or diploma), a dental college shall, subject to regulation 19, submit to the Central Government the scheme in 
this regard in Form 3, as annexed, for obtaining its permission. 

19. Qualifying Criteria.* 

A dental college shall qualify to apply under regulation 18, if the following conditions are fulfilled: 

the dental qualification granted to the students of the college and in respect of which the capacity is sought to 
be increased is recognised with the existing admission capacity; 

the requiremmts prescribed in respect of infrastructure f^ilities including staff are fulfilled by the College 
for the existing admission ctqjacity as well as for the admission capacity desired: 

Ihovided that the requirements prescribed in respect of land and building shall not ^ly to the dental 
colleges established before the 25® day of September, 1993; 

the certificate regarding feasibility and desir^ility for increasing admission edacity at the dent^ college 
has been obtained by the applicant from the State Government or the Union territory administratimi, as the 
case may be; 

letter of University’s permission for increasing admission capacity at the dental college, valid for the entire 
duration of course, has been obtained by the ^licant from the university to which it is affiliated; and 
the provisiem for frnancial allocation for additional equipments and other infirastructural facilities and for 
recruitment of additional staff as per the norms prescribed by the Council in this regard are made.

Back rest movement may 
be met^anically or electrically controlled wi^ a spittoon tumbler holder and tiller, two inten»ty exanlination tight and 
an autoclavable instrument tray. 

* 1 Tie chair should be accon^ianied by pneumatic operatory stool, all painted parts should be with hi^ quality 
PU paint and/or zinc/chrome plated. 

*2 Minimum and maximum range of woiking height of the chairs should be between 440'810 mm at seat level 
from the floor. 

*3 All inlet and outlet waterpipes, electrical cables and compressed airpipe should be concealed for esthetic and 
most importantly hygienic reasons. 

(b) Treatment chairs - (used for all types of dental treatment rraidered to the patient). All treaiment chairs must 
be fully electrically operated for palient/operator comfort and convenience. All movements Le. iqVdown and 
backward/forward needs to be electrically controlled with switches or touch pad system, in addition to foot ccmtrolled 
movements.
